A1 is a god among his men, 
known as a square shooter,

Al’s food is 
carefully

reaches his tab le. He eats hear­ 
tily. His six foot one inch fram e 
carries nearly 200 pounds of 
b one and muscle. 
After b reakfast, surrounded b y 
the same b odyguard, he journeys 
to a nearb y b arb ershop and—al­ 
ways surrounded b y the b ody­ 
guard some inside, some outside 
—Al takes a seat in his accus­ 
tomed chair 
Al’s b arb er is tried and trust­ 
ed. He is ever watchful for the 
jum py nerves of his distinguished 
patron. There is a wide scar on 
the left side of Capone’s face— 
the scar 
of a knife 
duel in 
Brooklyn—which must b e tre a t­ 
ed carefully. 
At the slightest move of an ­ 
other customer, Capone sits up­ 
right in his chair, His b ody­ 
guards swarm ab out him. 
Capone returns to the “throne 
room '’ of the Metropole. Here in 
a high steel-b acked 
chair he 
m eets his men, salesmen, 
run ­ 
ners, cookers, 
collectors 
and 
lieutenants. The guards rem ain 
throughout the corridors, even 
w ithin the throne room. 
Often these conferences con­ 
tinue throughout the day. More 
often however, Capone prepares 
to leave with his b odyguard for 
the residence of his wife and 
children on the southwest side. 
He goes with his b odyguard to 
the home, enters and b lends 
him self with a homelife not al­ 
together in keeping with his 
gangster hab its. He may scrub 
floors, he may 
don 
an apron 
and “tend the dishes” while his 
b odyguardsmen play with the 
children in the yard. 
Befo re dark, Capone returns. 


-friends” who constantly seek 
him for aid. 
, 
The “friend” may b e a little 
newsb oy, with papers left from 
the day. He gets a b ill several 
times the value of his papers. Or 
it may b e a b lack-shawled Ita ­ 
lian woman. Al Capone is gener­ 
ous. A few years ago he was re­ 
puted to b e 
worth 
$2,000,000. 
Most of that has gone to char­ 
ity, of the type describ ed ab ove. 
Al’s men draw good wages. It 
is known his truckdrivers 
are 
paid as high as $100 per week 
and b oard and room. His sales­ 
men draw perhaps even more 
with commissions. 
Al’s two b rothers live in Chi­ 
cago, and are associated various­ 
ly with him in his enterprises. 
One b rother, Tony Capone, a 
younger b rother, was shot down 
in one of the first gang slayings 
of Chicago’s history. 
Once a week Al journeys to a 
private golf course, accompanied, 
of course b y his 
armed 
b ody­ 
guard. His golf attire is in keep­ 
ing with the latest mode. 
He 
likes golf, and chafes under the 
strain which wears 
upon 
his 
nerves as he seeks to “just live 
like a hum an b eing.” 
There is a note of disappoint­ 
m ent in the conversation of Al 
Capone. He seeks to “step out of 
the racket.” He is disgusted and 
wants to “raise his kids up to b e 
gentlemen," and to live with his 
wife in happiness like he knew 
b efore he b ecame Chicago s gang 
ruler. 
He will adm it it was lust for 
money and 
power tha t drove 
him, a native Capricain 
of not 
more than 37 years, to strive for 
a power which, gained, he can­ 
not relinquish except b y death. 
“I love life,” Capone $ays, “I 
don’t w ant to b e killed.” 
“There is no 
need 
fighting, 
there is enough b usiness for us 
all. why kill each other trying to 
b e a hog? 
“If I were left alone 
and al­ 
lowed to pursue my own life, I’d 
retire, spend my days with my 
family.” 
But Al Capone m ust “stick. 
Twice b efore he was 
tried 
to 
“step down,” each time he has 
b een made the m ark of an

sassination attem pt and he must 
“stick” until, as haye all others 
of his type and power, the sen­ 
tence of death which gangland 
has decreed for him is fulfilled.

$5,755.33, j which is .over double 
the fire damage for the first six 
months last year, being recorded 
in the semi-annual tabulation of 
statistics for the fire depart- 
ment, as tabulated : by Will H.

This is 
approximately an 


average, however, in view of the 
fact that last year's first six 
months' loss was unusually low, 
reaching only $2.605. In 1926 a 
fire loss of $11,700 was made, 
when several big fires occurred 
in January. 


There were no really big fires 


early this year, but a number of 
small.blazes aggregated into the 
total. January, when the coldest 
weather caused, over heating of 
furnaces, the largest fires occur- 
red.

Here in 
a high steel-backed chair he 
meets his men, salesmen, run- 
ners,/cookers, 
collectors 
and 
lieutenants. The guards remain 
throughout the corridors, even 
within the throne room. 


Often these conferences con- 


tinue throughout the day. More 
often however, Capone prepares 
to leave with his bodyguard for 
the residence of his wife and 
children on the southwest side. 
He goes with his bodyguard to 
the home, enters and blends

dines. He is noted for his sobriety 
and his only habit is that of 
smoking heavy clear Havana ci- 
gars. 'He is served in the same 
guarded dining room and retires 
again to the throne room, where 
as 
is 
customary, 
he 
sees 


"friends" who constantly seek 
him for aid. 
The "friend" may be a little 


newsboy, with papers left from 
the day. He gets a bill several 
times the value of his papers. Or 
it may be a black-shawled Ita- 
lian woman. Al Capone is gener- 
ous. A few years ago he was re- 
puted to be worth $2,000,000. 
Most of that has gone to char- 
ity ,j>f the type described above. 


Al's men draw good wages. It 


is known his truckdrivers are 
paid as high as $100 per week 
and board and room. His sales- 
men draw perhaps even" more 
with commissions. 


Al's two brothers live in Chi- 


cago, and are associated various- 
ly with him in his enterprises. 
One brother, Tony Capone, a 
younger brother, was shot down 
in one of the first gang slayings 
of Chicago's history. 


Once a week Al journeys to a 


private golf course, accompanied, 
of course by his armed body- 
guard. His golf attire is in keep- 
ing with the latest ^mode. He 
likes golf, and chafes under the 
strain which wears upon his 
nerves as he seeks, to "just live 
like a human being." 
There is a note of disappoint- 


ment in the conversation of Al 
Capone. He seeks to "step out of 
the racket." He is disgusted and 
wants to "raise hi$ kids up to be 
gentlemen," and to live with his 
wife in happiness like he knew 
before he became Chicago's gang 
ruler. 
He will admit it was lust for 


money and power that drove 
him, a native Capricain- of not 
more than 37 years, to strive for 
a power .which, gained, he can- 
not relinquish except by death. 


"I love life," Capone Says, "I 


don't want to be killed." ' 
"There is no need fighting, 


there is enough business for us 
all, why kill each other trying to 
be a hog? 
"If I were left alone and al- 


lowed to pursue my own life, I'd 
retire, spend my days with my 
family." 
But Al Capone must "stick." 


Twice before he was tried -to 
'•step down," e'ach time he has 
been made.the mark of an as- 
sassination attempt and he must 
-stick" until, as have all others 
of his type and power, the sen- 
tence of death which gangland 
has decreed for him is fulfilled.

Traffic film may be removed by the use o: 


almost any abrasive, but it is pointed out that 
the pyroxylin finishes now used on practically 
all cars will be injured by too harsh abrasives 
acids and certain other chemicals which tend to 
bleach the pigments of modern finishes. How- 
ever, a number of car manufacturers -tell in their 
instruction books how to care for the finishes on 
their cars, while some' car makers go so far as 
to put sample cans of an approved polish in the 
tool boxes leaving their plants. 


It is now being advocated that traffic film be 


removed at regular periods or after a car has 
been run a given number of miles, just as the pi 
in the crank-case is renewed after a fixed mile- 
age has been run.
